upon Edward L. Doheny, President and 
rrincipal owner of Mexican Petroleum 
and allied interests. 

Moore was arrested at 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon in his office while dic- 
tating a letter to his stenographer. John 
B. Donnelly, an attorney, who accom- 
panied Detective Bernard A. Flood, ce- 
ported that the letter was addressed to 
President Obregon of Mexico. Mr. Don- 
nelly seemed to attach great significance 
to this. Detective Flood said last night 
that he did not notice to whom. the 
letter was addressed. 

It is charged in the indictment that 

the defendant published broadcast stock 
letters. calculated to hammer down the 
stock of the Mexican Petroleum Cor- 
poration, whose general offices are at 
120 Broadway. Mr. 
appeared before the Additional Grand 
Jury last week and his case was pre- 
sented by Assistant District Attorney 
Ferdinand Q. Morton. The indictment 
was handed up yesterday morning to 
Judge John F. McIntyre in General Ses- 
sions, who issued a bench warrant. 
_ Moore was taken to the branch De- 
tective Bureau at the District Attorney’s 
office, where he made a statement to 
Mr. Morton. When he was arraigned 
before Judge McIntyre in the latter's 
chambers Moore pleaded not guilty and 
was held in $1,000 bail for trial.

Says Letters Depressed Stock. 


According to Mr. Doheny’s complaint 
Moore's letters are largely responsible 
for the falling off of Mexican Petrol- 
eum—a total drop from 167% to below 
par within two months. The stock re- 
covered slightly toward closing yester- 
day, however, and closed.the day at 101, 
a net loss of 11% points. 

Moore circulates a one-sheet mimeo- 
graphed market letter subscribed with 
his facsimile signature. His letter of 
May 24, which is specified in the indict- 
ment as constituting the libel, read in 
part as follows: 

** Oiis—Mex Pete—I believe this stock 
is now on its way to many, very many 
; points lower. Sell on rallies. The re- 
port of another, new well was doubtless 
put out to influence shorts to cover and 
gudgeons to buy. <A big new well 
always synchronizes with weakness in 
the stock. There must be a large corps 
of lars on Dough-eney’s staff.’’ 

Two other letters were in evidence be- 
fore the Grand Jury but did not appear 
in the indictment. Copies of them, how- 
ever, were given out at the District At- 
torney’s office. One, dated April 21, 
read in part as follows:

“We Couldn’t Even Have a Tennis

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 30.— 
James A. Stillman, plaintiff in the Still- 
man divorce action, again refused today 
to answer material questions. in his 
cross-examination before Referee Dan- 
iel J. Gleason, on the same ground as 
on the preceding day, that to do so 
might tend to incriminate him. 

Mr. Stillman, who entered and left 
the Poughkeepsie Trust Company Build- 
ing by the main street entrance instead 
of making his exit through the cellar 
as on the Gay before, was noticeably 
perturbed while being questioned by 
John E. Mack concerning his relations 
with Mrs. Florence H. Leeds, whom 
Mrs. Anne Urquhart Stillman, the de- 
fendant, named in her amended answer, 
but to all such questions he invariably 
returned his stereotyped reply, ‘‘I re- 
fuse to answer on the ground that it 
might tend to incriminate me.’’ 

The former President of the National 
City Bank displayed particular embar- 
rassment when questioned concerning 
jewelry order slips showing purchases 
made in his name from Tiffany & Co. 
and Cartier, Fifth Avenue jewelers. He 
refused to identify the order slips or to 
admit that he had made the purchases 
they called for. Mr. Mack showed Mr. 
Stillman twenty-five such slips showing 
purchases of jewelry aggregating $150,- 
000 in value, which Mr. Mack contended 
had been purchased for Mrs. Leeds. One 
of these slips showed the purchase of an 
$18,000 pearl from Tiffany & Co.; an- 
other slip from Cartier showed the pur- 
chase of a gold and platinum bag with 
the initials ‘‘F. H. L.’’ in rose dia- 
monds for $13,750.

As on the preceding day, no sign of 
' recognition passed between’ Mr. and 
| Mrs. Stillman, although they sat within 
j}ten feet of each other in the hearing 
room. When Mr. Mack was questioning 
Mr. Stillman about his purchases of 
jewelry, Mrs. Stillman rose and walked 
to another part of Referee Gleason's of- 
fice. 

‘“‘ And we couldn’t even have a tennis 
court at Mondanne ”’ (the Stillman coun- 
try home at Pleasantville), she was 
heard to say. 

Mr. Mack questioned Mr. Stillman 
concerning his relations with Mrs. Leeds 
from every conceivable angle. .He asked 
the banker if he met Mrs. Leeds at a 
tootball game at New Haven, whether 
he had lived with her as his wife at 64 
East Eighty-sixth Street, Rest Court, 
Stony Brook, L. I., the Plaza Hotel, 
Cleveland Villa, Miami, Fla., and on his 
yacht Modesty. 

He asked Mr. Stillman whether he had 
established a trust fund of $150,000 for 
Mrs. Leeds and one of a similar amount 
for her child, Jay Ward Leeds; whether 
he was the father of Jay Ward Leeds 
and the father of a stillborn child to 
whom Mrs. Leeds gave birth. 

Mr. Mack asked the plaintiff whether 
he had ever posed as ‘‘ Leeds of the 
Secret Service,’’ whether he had made 
the coffee in the East Eighty-sixth 
Street apartment and whether he had 
drunk champagne cocktails with Mrs. 
Leeds on board the Modesty. 

Mr. Stillman was also questioned con- 
cerning the alleged quarrel between Mrs. 
Leeds and the woman known as 
‘‘ Helen ’’ on the Modesty in November, 
1920, concerning the purchase of a fur 
coat with a Russian sable collar for 
$10,000 and about the automobiles owned 
by Mrs. Leeds. 


Questioned About Expenditures. 


Mr. Mack asked Mr. Stillman whether 
he ever paid $9,000 to an unnamed 
woman, how much he had paid out so 
far for investigators in his divorce ac- 
tion, and whether he knew various per- 
sons who, it was assumed, will be called 
later as witnesses for the defense. 

In apparent support of his charge that 
Mr. Stillman had entered into a con- 
spiracy with Mrs. Leeds to divorce Mrs. 
Stillman, deprive Guy Stillman of his 
birthright and legitimatize Jay Leeds, 
Mr. Mack asked Mr. Stillman if he had 
discussed his contemplated divorce ac- 
tion with Mrs. Leeds. To ali of these 
questions Mr. Stillman refused to give 
answers, pleading his constitutional 
privilege on each occasion. 

Mr. Stillman answered comparatively 
very few questions. He admitted that 
he had talked over the divorce case with 
his sister Isabel, Mrs. Percy A. Rocke- 
feller, who testified in his behalf here 
two weeks ago. 

‘‘Did you ever discuss your relations 
with Mrs. Leeds with her?’’ Mr. Mack 
asked. 

‘““T refuse to answer on the ground 
that it might tend to incriminate me,”’ 
Mr. Stillman replied.

Ambassador Harvey was not present, 
the American Government being repre- 
sented by J. Butler Wright, Counselor 
of the embassy.

ARMY BILL ISSIGNED, 
HARDING SENDS PLEA 





Suggests Modification May Be 
Asked to Avoid Injustice in 
Dropping Soldiers. 


50,000 DECREASE URGENT 


Voluntary, Resignations May 
Dispose of Half — 20,000 
Civilians Also Must Go.:

WASHINGTON, June 30.—President 
Harding today signed the Army Appro- 
priation bill, under which the regular 
army must be reduced to 150,000 men by 
Oct. 1, and at the same time sent a 
message to Congress, suggesting that it 
might be necessary to ask for a modifi- 
cation of the measure later to provide 
for the 50,000 enlisted men who will be 
dropped. 

Besides the enlisted men, 20,000 civil- 
ian employes will be discharged by the 
War Department but plans for this had 
been made before. Secretary Weeks in- 
timated today that he regarded with 
some disquiet the addition of these men 
to the 4,000,000 or so, already out of 
work in this country. 

While no definite policy in discharging 
men from the army had been worked 
out, he indicated that so far as possible 
men who wished to remain in the ser- 
vice would not be discharged. The de- 
partment hopes to be able to reduce the 
army as required through favorable ac- 
tion upon applications for discharge. 

Under the contract made upon enlist- 
ment the Government, according 10 some 
legal authorities, has the right to ter- 
minate it at pleasure. The view of Sec- 
retary Weeks is, however, that in indi- 
vidual cases there may be circumstances 
by which the Government is in honor 
bound to retain the soldier in the ser- 
vice for his period of enlistment. 

In his message to Congress the Pres- 
ident said: 

“Tl am advising Congress of my ap- 
proval of H. R. 5010, a bill making pro- 
vision for the maintenance and support 
ef the United States Army for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1922. I cannot 
resist calling to the attention of the 
Congress at this time the very great 
embarrassment in carrying out its pro- 
visions, while dealing justly with the 
enlisted forces of the army, so that a 
later ext] for a slight modification may 
not be wholly without notice. 

‘' The bill necessitates a very large re- 
duction in the enlisted personnel of the 
army, and it is doubted that this re- 
duction can be brought about without 
the summary dismissal of many thous- 
ands of men, who have a right to ex- 
pect at the hands of the Government 
the same moral obligation which the 
Government requires of them when they 
enlist for service. 

“In perfect good faith the Secretary 
of War will proceed to reduce the army 
to figures contemplated by the Con- 
gress. The normal expiration of enlist- 
ments probably will approximate one- 
half the reduction which the Congress 
has directed, and every effort will be 
made to meet the réquirements of the 
Congress at the earliest possible day.

DUBLIN, June 30 (Associated Press).

Neill were arrested in November last. 
The latter was released unconditionally 
a few days later, but on Dec. 1 was 
rearrested with his son. In May last 
a daring attempt was made by a party 
of Sinn Feiners to release Mr. Griffith, 
but the guards in Mountjoy Prison 
drove the attacking party off. (The 
reason for the detention of Mr. Grif- 
fith and Professor MacNeill, as given 
in a Dublin dispatch of Jan. 1 last, 
was that the British Government desired 
to ascertain their responsibility for the 
alleged employment of Irish Republican 
funds in ambuscades and other opera- 


tions involving the loss of the lives of 
Britisn troops.)

Senate Confirms Nomination 
at Once After Attack by 
Borah and Johnson. 


HARDING ANNOUNCES IT

Taft Was Considered for Supreme 
Bench in 1907 Before Nomi- 
nated for Presidency,

WASHINGTON, June  30.—William 
Howard Taft, former President of the 
United States, was nominated today by 
President Harding to be Chief 
of the United States, succeed Ed- 
ward Douglass White. The nomination 
Was credited to Connecticut and not 
to Ohio. 

The nomination of Mr. Taft was ‘con- 
firmed by the Senate in executive ses- 
sion late this afternoon, but not with- 
out opposition. kour senators—Borah, 
of Idaho; Johnson, of California, and 
La Follette, of Wisconsin, Republicans, 
and Watson, of Gcorgia, Democrat,— 
opposed it. When the nomination was 
first received it was hoped for a time 
that the compliment of confirmation in 
open executive session would be ex- 
tended to Mr. Taft, but it was soon 
apparent that such action was out of 
the question, and the confirmation was 
considered in secret session. 

Senator Borah led the fight against 
the former President. He declared 
that Mr. Taft ceased the practice of 
law thirty years ago, and that since 
that time he had been in politics. He 
argued that Mr. Taft, who is 63 years 
of age, is within seven years of what 
he termed the age where’ bylaw @ man 
is considered to have reached the age 
of incompetence. 

The Chief Justiceship, Senator Borah 
added, is the greatest judicial position in 
the world and the man who fills it, he 
said, should possess a legal mind that 
would measure up to the eminence of the 
post. Four years ago, he said, a great 
lawyer had been taken from the Su- 
preme bench and ‘‘ shoved ’’ into politics 
and now a man is taken from politics 
jand placed in the highest judicial posi- 
tion on earth. 

Senator Johnson also spoke against 
the nomination, while Senators Knox 
and Underwood, the latter the Demo- 
cratic floor leader, urged confirmation.

The first announcement of Mr. Taft’s 
selection was made personally by Presi- 
dent Harding to a group of Washington 
correspondents assembled in his room in 
the executive office building. While the 
President was making the announce- 
ment Mr. Latta, one of the executive 
clerks of the White House, was on his 
way to the Capitol to lay the nomi- 
nation before the Senate. Nominations 
are delivered to the Senate in open ses- 
sion but are not formally brought to 
the Senate’s attention until there is an 
executive session behind closed doors. 
So there was no disclosure to the Senate 
of the nomination of Mr. Taft when Mr. 
Latta announced that he had brought 
to the Senate a message from the Presi- 
dent. The nomination as transmitted by 
the President read: 

The White House, June 30, 1921. 

To the Senate of the United States: 

I nominate William Howard Taft of 
Connecticut to be Chief Justice of the 
United States, vice Edward Douglass White, 
deceased. WARREN G. HARDING. 


Harding Regrets Leak. 


When the correspondents assembled 
in President Harding’s office at four 
o’clock this afternoon the President, 
standing behind his desk with the news- 
paper representatives gathered around 
ii, made a reference to reports in cir- 
culation yesterday that Mr. Taft was 
to be nominated for Chief Justice. The 
President plainly showed that he did not 
like this ‘‘ leak,”” as he termed it, and 
indicated that it might have taken the 
edge off the surprise he had in store for 
the country. He then made known that 
he had chosen Mr. Taft for the Chief 
Justiceship and that the nomination was 
at that moment on its way to the Sen- 
ate. 

President Harding spoke in the high- 
est terms of Mr. Taft, who is the first 


ex-President to become Chief Justice. 
He declared that Mr. Taft had been a 
splendid Judge and that in the consid- 
eration of the Chief Justiceship Mr. 
Taft was the outstanding figure. There 
was a laugh when the President ex- 
plained that he had credited Mr. Tafi’s 
nomination to Connecticut.

It was said that 
some bets of from $100 to $5,000 were 
made, but that they were few and far 
between and that the day closed without

been placed in the hands of stakeholders. 


Grab 3 te 1 Offers in a Hurry. 


On Wednesday odds of 3 to 1 on the 
champion had been freely offered with- 
out takers. 
was heard there was a mad rush by the 
Carpentier adherents to find the quota- 
tion. Under the preponderance of Car- 
pentier money the odds were quickly 
hammered down until in the afternoon 
Carpentier backers were willing to take 
244 to 1 for their cash, but could find no 
one to cover their bets. 

One explanation for the sudden disap- 
pearance of Dempsey coin, advanced by 
a man who has made a close study of 
the situation in Wall Street, seemed the 
most logical of any of those offered. 
This man declared that when those who 
were backing Dempsey realized that a 
flood of Carpentier money had been un- 
leashed they maintained a _ discreet 
silence, believing that by so doing they 
would force the, odds to shorten still 
more. When the Stock Exchange closed 
yesterday afternoon the belief obtained 
that today might witness some brisk and 
heavy wagering on the outcome of the 
clasn in Jersey City tomorrow after- 
noon. 

The fact that Carpentier money ap- 
peared in such quantities in the Street 
yesterday had a deterring rather than 


a stimulating effect on the betting. In- | 


stead of the influx causing the record- 
ing of many sizeable wagers, here was 
comparatively little activity so far as 
actual betting was concerned. There 
was a great deal of talk and plenty of 
Carpentier bankrolls were flashed. 


Same in All Betting Centres. 


To a marked degree the same condition 
existed along Broadway and in the bet- 
ting centres of Brooklyn. More Car- 
pentier money than at any other time 
since the fight was arranged was in 
evidence. It became apparent that the 
Frenchman has plenty of supporters, but 
that they have been holding back up to 
now in the hope that the Dempsey 
backers would lengthen the odds in an 
effort to coax forth Carpentier coin. 
When it became apparent that 3 and 3% 
to 1 were the best odds that Dempsey 
supporters would offer, and that there 
was very little of that kind of money 
to be had, those who are desirous of 
having a bet down on the challenger’s 
chances loosened their purse strings and 
sought to get down their bets. 

Veteran stakeholders in various parts 
of the city expressed great surprise at 
the sudden change in conditions. They 
had generally expected that the odds 
would lengthen as the time for the bout 
approached instead of shortening. They 
had expected Dempsey to enter the ring 


a 4 to 1 favorite, and in some instances 
they had been holding back commissions 
to bet on Carpentier, believing that they 
would get longer odds than the 3 and 
8% to 1 that had been quoted. They 
were at a loss to explain the rush of 
backing for the French pugilist chiefly 
because there had been no indication in 
advance of its approach.

WASHINGTON, 30.—The House 
ef Representatives the compro- 
mise peace resolution today by a vote of 
203 to 59, forty of those who supported 
it being Democrats, and sent it to the 
Senate, which took it up promptly. De- 
bate on the resolution was still in prog- 
ress when the Senate adjourned, but 
that body is expected to pass it tomor- 
row in time for it to be approved the 
same day by President Harding before 
he leaves Washington to spend the 
week-end at the New Jersey home ef 
Senator Frelinghuysen. 

In the House debate some of the Dem- 
ocratic leaders criticised the section for 
the protection of American property 
rights. They said that the _ section 
omitted a provision confirming the sales 
by the Alien Property Custodian of 
property seized from nationals of Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary. Thomas 
W. Miller, the Alien Property Custodian, 
had recommended such a proviso. 

All seizures, fines and penalties relat- 
ing to the property ef foreigners are 
confirmed by the resolution, but the 
word ‘‘sales’’ was not placed in the 
resolution by the conferees. It was con- 
tended by Representative Flood of Vir- 
ginia, ranking Democratic member of 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
that the omission of the word ‘‘ sales 
would place the title of many Ameri- 
can purchasers of German dye patents 
in jeopardy, as well as other interests. 


Says Germans Prepare to Sue. 


*‘ Hundreds of lawyers in New York 
and other cities have been retained by 
the Germans to fight these cases and to 
endeavor to take away from American 
citizens the property they purchased in 
good faith,”’ said Mr. Flood. ‘It is a 
disgrace that the vonferees have not 
granted protection to these American 
i purchasers, many of whom bought Ger- 
man patents to put the American indus- 
try on a parity with Germany. Ameri- 
;ca gets but little out of the war, and 
lit seems to me these sales should be 
protected.”’

; defended by Representative Cooper of 
| Wisconsin who asserted that former 
} Attorney General Palmer, while alien 
| property custodian, allowed the sale of

i price to his friends. Mr. Cooper said

“Would the language ‘seizures’ or

jproperty by <A. Mitchell Palmer at 
| private sale, or does it simply relate 
‘to seizure alone? The confirmation ‘is 
limited to the United Stetes. It does 
j not extend to our nationals. There is 
quite a distinction between a seizure 
| and a sale. 

i ** We purposely omitted confirmation 
| ot sales for fear it might confirm sales 
ithat are alleged to have been fraudulent. 

A seizure may be perfectly legal, as our 
seizures were, while a sale of the seized 
property might be illegal. 

‘‘ All through the drafting of this leg- 
jislation we kept that point to the front, 
and I feel certain that therté is nothing 
in this resolution that will confirm 
either directly or ircirectly any fraudu- 
lent sales, if there were any.’’ 


Knox Explains ‘“‘Suggestion’’ to Harding. 


When the resolution reached the Sen- 
ate, Senator Knox, who is in charge of 
it there, said that it deciares the war 
to be at an end. The other provisions re- 
garding German property and guaran- 
teeing American rights under the trea- 
ties signed with the former enemy pow- 
ers by the Allies are merely sugges- 
tions to the President, who may follow 
them or ignore them in negotiating a 
formal treaty with Germany, Austria 
and Hungary. 

‘‘ These provisions in the resolution,” 
he said, ‘‘ are only a suggestion to the 
President as to what, in the opinion of 
Congress, should be done. He may 
ignore them entirely. The status of 
Germany when we sit down to draft a 
treaty may be changed, and it may be 
that we may be more lenient with that 
country, while, on the other hand, the 
status may be such that we may have 
to impose even more drastic terms.” 

Senatér McCumber asked if under the 
resolution as drawn the Alien Property 
Custodian would not be authorized to 
continue the seizure of German prep- 
erty. 

‘“‘When the resolution is signed by the 
President it will end the war and there 
can be no further seizures. We cannot 
seize the property of a country or its 
nationals when we are at peace with 
that country,” replied Mr. Knox. 

“The resolution in the respect referred 
to by the Senator from North Dakota,”’ 
he continued, “‘refers only to what has 
already been done, I hope the day 
is not distant when we will get hack 
to the old American tradition under 
which the private property rights of 
enemy citizens are sacred in time of 


war as well as in peace. The pesrees 
of the resolution ts simply to hold in 


status quo the actions of the ~ Prop- 
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erty Custodian until suitable arrange- 
ments can be.made to guarantee our 
claims against Germany.’’ 

Senator Reed asked Senator Knox if 
he was satisfied with the resolution as 
amended by the conferees. Senator 
Knox replied that the draft had not been 
materially changed, the principal change 
being that instead of repealing the war 
declaration the conference 
simply declares the war ended.

Hitchcock Caustic on Delay. 


Senator Hitchcock, senior minority 
member of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, delivered the principal speech 
against the resolution, which he assert- 
ed could have little if any binding force.

It 
has certainly not been due to any real 


difficulty in framing the resolution, be- 
eause all forms discussed were equally 
effective in proclaiming the obvious fact

‘““The only reasonable “— 
this long delay is found in fhe fact that 
it was for the purpose of enabling this 
administration to go through the pain- 
ful process of making up its mind as to 
what it proposed to do on a foreign 
policy. It was in doubt—a doubt which 
developed during the campaign and was 
carried over past March 4. 

“This doubt was vocal in the con-

TO ADD HOSPITALS 
TO SOLDIERS’ HOMES 


Mellon Allots $3,100,000 for Ex- 
pansion of Five Institutions to 
Treat Tuberculosis Cases.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Secretary 
Mellon has approvéd an allotment of 
$8,100,000 out of the special hospitaliza- 
tion fund of $18,600,000 to the Board of 
Managers of the National Homes for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, to be ex- 
pended in the development and expan- 
sion of five existing national soldiers’ 
homes into hospitals for the treatment 
of yeterans of the World War afflicted 
with tuberculosis. 

The approved projects include the na- 
tional homes for disabled volunteer sol- 
diers at Milwaukee, Wis.; Dayton, Ohio, 
and Leavenworth, Kan., which it is esti- 
mated can be made available on or 
about Jan. 1, 1922; the Battle Mountain 
Sanitarium at Hot Springs South 
Dakota, and the Marion National Sani- 
tarium at Marion, Ind, 

‘“*In deciding upon the utilization of 
these five institutions,’’ said Secretary 
Mellon, ‘‘ we have taken into consider- 
ation the fact that tuberculosis and 
mental and nervous cases require long 
care for cure and rehabilitation. After 
leokiag over the various Loonttal group- 
ings, such as the public health service 
hospitals, the army and navy hospitals 
and others, we have decided that the 
existing national soldiers’ homes afford 
the best facilities for the treatment of 
long ilinesses. The other institutions 
will be utilized principally for cases re- 


- quring shorter periods of treatment.

Failure of the Board of Estimate to 
appropriate money to pay employes of | 
the Transit Commission for the last half | 
of the year resulted yesterday in a no- 
tice that if the employes continued to 
give their services to the commission 
‘after the close of business yesterday, 
they must do so with the understanding 
that their salaries may be held up in- 
definitely, 

There are about 1,000 of these em- 
ployes. The amount necessary to pay 
them for the current half year would 
be $1,083,000. Commissioners and coun- 
sel du not face the same situation, for 
they are paid by the State. 

Not one of the employes announced | 
that he would quit and the presumption | 
was,that practically the entire force | 
would stay at work in the hope that | 
July checks would be forthcoming when 
| due. 

Chairman George McAneny of the 
| commission, after a conference with his 
fellow-Commissioners and heads of the 
departments, gave this bit of encourage- 
| ment to employes in a statement: 
| ‘* The commission has every reason to 
i believe that the refusal of the Board of 
' Estimate to perform the duties specif- 
ically imposed upon it by law will be 
speedily corrected, and that sufficient 
funds to pay all salaries will be pro- 
vided.’”’ 

If a considerable number of the em- 
ployes should quit the $40,000,000 in rap- 
id transit work now under way would 
be greatly interfered with, and complete 
cessation might follow, because’ the 
work, as it progresses, has to be super- 
vised and detailed accounts kept. It was! 
rnointed out that If the contractors were 
ordered to cease work for a time they 
would have claims against the city for 
damages.

Constable Gabbie, on duty at Newry, 
was shot by two men today. He died in 
a hospital. 

DUBLIN, June 30.—Ambushes in Ire- 
land during last week numbered 832, 
and the casualty list was 24, according 
weekly review of conditions in 
lreland issued from Dublin Castle to- 
day. Both the number of ambushes and 
the total of casualties were lighter than 
the previous week, the review notes, 
‘but it would be premature to attempt 
to attach particular significance to this.”’ 

The police casualties were 2 killed and 
7 wounded, while of the military 9 were 
killed and 7 wounded. Of the casual- 
ties, says the review, 5 represented as- 
sassinations. 

Under the head of ‘‘Outrages’’ the re- 
view includes 64 raids on the mails, 7 on 
offices'of rate collectors in which £7,847 
was taken, and 31 raids on post offices. 
There were 73 arrests for outrages and 
political offenses and 66, trials of ci- 
vilians by court-martial. The trials re- 
sulted in 56 convictions and 10 ac-

* Tradition,’’ a ‘‘foreign’’-—as they 
gay—motion picture based on ‘‘ Der Tod 
und die Liebe,’’ by Paui Otto and 
George Jacoby, was added to the pro- 
gram of the Hippodrome yesterday. It 
Was directed by Mr. Otto, who also plays 
one of its principal roles. 

The picture is a melodrama with its 
scenes laid in Thibet. and Western 
Europe. The action centres around Tan- 
tara Bagha, Prince of Thibet; Arnold 
Cooper, the Eastern, agent of a mari- 
time corporation, and Eleanor Cunning- 
ham, Cooper’s fiancee. While Cooper is 
in Thibet, Semena, the Prince’s sister, is 
killed by a native conspirator against 
the throne, who succeeds in persuading 
the Prince that Cooper is the murderer. 
The Prince makes an oath of vengeance 


end follows Cooper to Europe, where he 
plans to kill his fiancée. But he falls in 
love with ner instead and induces her 
to return to Thibet with him by the 
threat to have Cooper killed if she 
doesn't. Cooper, however, also goes 
back. to Thibet, learns that he is sup- 
osed to be the murderer of the 

-rincéss, ascertains the truth, reaches 
the palace in time to stop the marriage 
ot the Prince to Eleanor, convinces the 
Prince of his error, and is allowed to 
cepart with his fiancée. The Prince, 
then, being the victim of wrongful ven- 
geance and disappointed love, follows the 
tradition of his country and commits 
suicide. 

Outlandish as this story is, it has pos- 
sibilities. There is material for the cre- 
ation of an inherently human and im- 
pressively tragic figure in the Prince, 
and with this opportunity of char- 
acterization lost, there is still the 
chance for a thrilling melodrama. But 
* Tradition,’ as presented on the 
screen, realizes hardly any of its oppor- 
tunities. It is a crudely done picture. 

In the first place, almost no attempt 
has been made to rationalize the story. 
‘Ihe Prince accepts an erroneous theory 
of his sister's death without any investi- 

ation. When Eleanor Cunningham is 
old that her fiance has killed the 
Princess she does not even ask him if it 
is true. And Wun-si, the villain who is 
ae enough to strangle a Princess of 
the Royal Family for some reason, or, 
rather, without any reason, refrains 
from killing an insignificant old servant 
woman, the one witness of his act whom 
he has cause to fear and who does, in 
fact, ultimately inform against him. 
These are only a few of the preposterous 
incidents of the photoplay that prac- 
tically compel its rejection even by the 
mind’ willing to concede a good deal to 
a story of its kind. 

And the acting is entirely inadequate. 
Mr. Otto, as the Prince, is 
vigorous, but he has slight pantomimic

Investigating Reports of a ‘‘ Leak.” 


It was reported that attorneys for the 
Mexican Petroleum Corporation were 
making a thorough investigation of 


other alleged attacks upon the stock of 
the company. They were said to be in- 
vestigating reports of a ‘‘leak’’ at 
Washington—advance news that the 
new tariff bill would include an im- 
port duty of 35 cents a barrel on crude 
oil, and a duty of 25 cents a barrel on 
fuel oil. 

Oi! men with interests in Mexico also 
Were investigating a report late yester- 
day afternoon that the Mexican Govern- 
ment has established a rigid censorship 
over all cable and telegraph messages 
entering Mexico from this country. 
They could not explain the reason for 
the reported surveillance, unless Mex- 
ican Government officials wished to 
keep themselves informed as to instruc- 
tions sent to the oil-producing districts 
from general offices in this country. 
The censorship, an official of the Mex- 
fean..Petroleum Oil Corporation said, 
began yesterday morning. 

It was denied at the offices of the 
Mexican Petroleum Company that there 
Was any mystery as to the source of the 
supposed ‘‘flood’’ of ‘‘ Mex Pete ”’ 
stock. It was said that the floating 
supply of this stock amounted to some- 
thing more than 100.000 shares, which 
were turned over daily, leaving few 
traders ‘‘ short ’’ a share at night. 


Tariff News Sends Oils Down. 


The. securities of oil companies with 
properties in foreign countries which are 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange 


suffered a sharp reaction in prices yes- 
terday as a result of the news from 
Washington about the new Tariff bill. 
The shares of companies with properties 
in México suffered most, as the greater 
part of the oil imported into this country 
comes from Mexico. Mexican Petroleum 
was_the leader on the decline. In less 
than two hours of morning trading the 
loss. to the market value of this stock 
was estimated at close to $6,000,000. 
Pan American Petroleumt and Trans- 
port, which owns the greater part of 
the. capital stock of the Mexican 
Petroleum Company, also suffered 
sharply, the B shares selling down to 
37%, also a new low record for the move- 
ment. This stock closed at 38%, a net 
loss of 5%. The common shures sold 
Jown to 42 and closed at 44, a loss 
of 4%. General Asphalt, which also 
has properties in Mexico, ended the day 
with a net loss of 4 points, while At- 
lantic, Gulf & West Indies, which is also 
@ producer of oil in Mexico, dropped 2 
points. 

Oil’.men in this city were reluctant 
to comment on the new Tariff bill be- 
cause many of them are interested in 
-roperties in this country as well as in 
Mexico. Those whose principal source of 
supply is Mexico, however, expressed 
the opinion that the import duty would 
not become a law. 

The officials of the American Gas As- 
acciation oppose the measure on the 

round that suck a duty would add to 
he price of gas to the consumers. The 
gas “industry, they say, consumes ap- 
proximately 24,000,000 barrels of gas 
ofl annually, and such a tariff. would 
increase the price of this essential prod- 

- uct and in turn would add to the cost of 

* Mving of about 30,000,000 people who de- 
pend upon gas manufactured in the 
procéss of using oil. 

Interests in favor of the import tariff 
, state that if the tax is put on oil im- 

0. into the country it would result 
fn a Sertailod shipments to the United 

and, therefore, would provide an 
oe ional ‘outlet for the product which 
is produced in this country, and it would 


be especially beneficial to the Mid-Con- 
tinent producers Inasmuch as it would 
result in increased ‘demand and higher 
prices. Those who oppose the tax 
point out that it would result in the 
transfer of a good part of the industrial 
activity from this country, since re- 
fineries would be moved to the source 
of supply, as there is no intention at 
the present time of imposing a tax on 
the refined product. 

Associations which have favorcd the 
tax include the Mid-Continent Oll & Gas 
Association, the Gulf Coast Oil & Gas 
Producers’ Association, the Kansas Oil 
& Gas Association and the Northwestern 
Pennsylvania Oil Producers’ Association. 

A break in Mexican Petroleum began 
after the publication early in May of a 
report that oil production in Mexico rap- 
idly was becoming exhausted. Mr. Do- 
heny at that time took exception to an 
article which appeared in a New York 
newspaper attributed to ‘‘ the President 
of one of the largest oil producing com- 
panies in the United States.’’ 


Attacks Bears. 


In a published statement on May 4 Mr 
Doheny said: 


‘“‘His statements are so exactly in line 
with statements of a. similar character 
heretofore published in many newspa- 
pers on the same subject at regular in- 
tervals for the last three months that 
it should by this time appear to the 
newspaper readers of the United States 
that an extensive propaganda is being 
put out by some one for some purpose, 
either to bear oil stocks quoted on the 
exchanges, to boom tie sale of sup- 
posed oil lands, or stocks of oil com- 
panies having oil lands in other regions, 
to promote speculation in cheaply ac- 
quired oil, or to bring about some injury 
injured by the 
false information thus given out. 

‘‘In view of my opinion lately ex- 
pressed in a letter to our stockholders 
where I stated the belief that the proven 
oll area of Mexico will yet produce 
4,000,000,000 barreis, I feel that I cannot 
remain silent and not call attention to 
the great variance of our relative judg- 
ments.”’ 

The break in Mexican Petroleum was 
preceded by the publication in Mexico 
City on April 28 of an open letter signed 
by J. Salter Hansen answering a state- | 
ment of Mr. Doheny that he was never | 
an enemy of Mexico. Hansen, accord- | 
ing to oil men here, has been aiding in 
a campaign against American oil inter- | 
ests in Mexico. His article appeared to | 
be part of a program to overcome the | 
good feeling toward the United States | 
created by the de la Huerta and' 
Obregon governments. Chester mi 
Swain, general solicitor of the Standard | 
Oil Company of New Jersey, character- | 
ized Hansen’s letter as ‘‘ that of a per- 
son who has some personal game to 
play.”’ 

Moore Wrote to Obregon. 


‘‘ Yes, I did write a letter to President 
Obregon this afternoon,” said Moore, at 
his home, 61 Hamilton Place, last night. | 


‘‘Furthermore, I told him in the letter 
to stick to his plan to enforce a 25 per 
cent. export tax on oil. Mexico needs 
such a tax to pay her national debt, long 
overdue—I mean any funds she may de- 
rive from the tax are long overdue. 

“fT have told the truth in my market 
letters right along. Apparently Mr. 
Doheny wants to put me out of business. 
I have a large clientele, and I advised 
my clients to sell short since Mexican 
Petroleum stood at 156. They made a 
killing. There was no_ collusion. I 
simply did it on my own initiative. If | 
you could see my files you would be 
able to determine this for yourself. | 

“There was no ‘leak’ from Washing- | 
ton, as has been said. I got my first 
hint from a Government report that the | 
Mexican oil territory was going dry. 
This action is brought simply to restrain 
me from fighting Mexican Oil Corpora- | 
tion.”’ | 

Asked whether his antipathy to the 
Irish cause was really as pronounced as 
his letter of April 21 seemed to indicate, 
the financial writer said: | 

‘““T am dead against the Sinn Fein. 1 
am a 100 per cent. American.”’ | 

He explained that the'letters he wrotc 
were privileged communications to his | 
clients. At the top of each circular, he | 
said, there was a notice to this effect. | 
Each communication was paid for in ad- | 
vance and was supposed not to leave the | 
hands of the client, nor were the con- | 
tents to be revealed to persons who did | 
not pay Moore for the information. | 

“A few weeks ago a young man] 
called at my office,’’ Moore said, ‘‘ after | 
one of my assistants had taken his sub- |} 
scription. He said he was so much in-,; 
terested in the service that he wished | 
to obtain copies of the letters as far} 
back as April. I gladly supplied him! 
with the back numbers. I surmise that | 
in this way Mr. Doheny’s attorneys ob- | 
tained the information they used as a |! 
basis for a charge against me.’’ 

Moore said that he had not yet re- | 
tained counsel. He is 67 years old and | 
said he had been a financial writer since | 
1908. He has occupied the offices at | 
52 Wall Street since 1916. His clientele, 
he explained, extended from Maine t6 | 
Texas, with a large following in the 
Middle West.

Great Voice Amplifiers on Times 
Building Will Give Details 
to a Multitude. 


PRINTED BULLETINS, TOO 


Instrument at Ringside Will Cover 
Cities Within Radius of 
200 Miles. 


The crowds around the Times Building 
in Times Square tomorrow afternoon 
will be able to both see and hear bulle- 
tins of the Dempsey-Carpentier right 
round by round. The wireless telephone 
will be called into service, and the thou- 
sands who will jam the square will be 
able to hear every detail of the battle 
as transmitted from the ringside into 
three great voice amplifiers on the 
Times Building. 

The bulletins will be as full as possi- 
ble, and the whole story of the fight 
will be told by voice. If words are lost 


in the tumult and cheering there will be 
no doubt as to what happened, as care- 
fully written descriptions of the rounds 
will be posted blow by blow. At any 
time the bulletins will be only a few 
seconds’ time behind the actual action. 

Tests were made yesterday 
of the amplifiers, and by Saturday they 
will be as near perfection as it is possi- 
ble to make them. It was at first in- 
tended to have direct connection with 
the ring, so that the crowds in Times 
| Square would not only hear the man at 
the ringside giving his description, but 
| would also be able to hear cheers of the 
| crowd in the amphitheatre, the thud of 
ithe gloves and the stroke of the gong, 
|,but technical difficulties led to a modi- 
| fication of this plan. 

The operator at the ringside will talk 
directly into a wireless telephone trans- 
mitter covering a radius of 200 imniles. 
In addition to fh 
his words will be caught by instruments 





for the bencfit of “the Committee for 
Devastated France and the Navy Club, 
Boston, Syracuse, Philadelphia and 
other cities will be within the territory 
reached by this single instrument. 

When the bulletins are received in THE 
|Times wireless station in The Times 
Annex in West Forty-third Street, over 
|'a wireless telephone receiving set, which 
has been loaned by the Westinghouse 
| Blectric and Manufacturing Company, 
they will be written down by an opera- 
tor. Behind him will stand Ernest E. 
Trafton, President of the Loud Speak- 
ing Telephone Corporation, who will re- 
lay the words as fast as they are re- 
| ceived to the amplifiers in Times Square. 
There will be three of these large square 
horns in the square, which also have 
been loaned to THE Times for this un- 
usual service. They are of the most re- 
cent type, such as have been installed in 
the Boston subway cars for announcing 
stations. Two of them will be on the 
north side of The Times Building at the 
corners, and a third will be placed on 
the electric light pole on Forty-third 
Street at the south end of the safety 
island. The three horns will carry at 
least 100 feet from the building, so that 
thousands will be within range of their 
powerful tones. 

The interruption from the one relay 
will be so slight that the voice in the 
square will be only a few seconds be- 
hind that of the man at the ringside. 
It will be the first time such close 
communication has ever been established 
between a great sporting event and the 
man in the street. The horns will begin 
to work in the interval between the last 
preliminary and the main boutt, some 
time between 2 and 3 o'clock, at which 
hour the great fight is scheduled to 
begin. 

As well-known persons in the sporting 
world enter the ring, aS notables about 
the ringside are recognized, as announce- 
ments and introductions are made, ali 
the formal but exciting curtain raisers 
to such an event, they will be heard in 
Times Square. Word will_ reach the 
waiting crowds as soon as Dempsey or 
Carpentier sets foot upon the padded 
floor. There will be re missing 
but the roar of the throng of 90,000, but 
Times Square probably will set up one 
of its own. 

Three bulletin boards will supplement 
the spoken bulletins. One will be on 
the scoreboard, and one each on the 
Broadway and Seventh Avenue sides of 
the building. The mews of each round, 
blow by biow, will be repeated to men 
lin the ofice of THE Times in Times 
Square, where the bulletins will be 
printed as fast as skill can turn them 
out. They will be rushed to the boards 
and be in place only a short time after 
the great voices of the horns have fin- 
ished a sentence. 

The experiment is one of the most 
elaborate yet attempted with the wire- 
less telephone and every precaution has 
been taken to make it a success. 
Every eventuality has been antici- 
pated, and if by storm or a freak of 
electricity there should be some break 
in the working of the wireless telephone, 
men on the bulletin boards and on the 
speaking telephones will be notified im- 
mediately and the service picked 
up temporarily from the ticker until the 
electrical error has-been corrected. The 
Westinghouse Electric Company also 
will extend the service westward. The 
wireless telephone news will be picked 
up at the company’s plant at Newark, 
relayed by wire to Pittsburgh, and from 
the big wireless telephone plant there 
sent out over another great circle of 
200 miles radius. It will reach Cleve- 
land, Ohio; Johnstown, Pa., and Wheel-

Paul club of the American Association 
last Winter for $13,000 Rapp performed 
brilliantly at the training camp and in 
the early games of the season. He was 
stricken with illness while the Giants 
were on their way home from San 
Antonio, but recovered and was at third 
base when the McGrawmen opened their 
pennant campaign. Hig fielding was 
brilliant but his hitting at no time was 
impressive and the batting slump began 
to affect the player, finally showing its 
effects in his fielding. McGraw there- 
upon benched Rapp and experimented 
with Patterson at third and with Mon- 
roe at second.

League has received the statement from 
Julian Curtiss, President of A. G. 
Spalding ‘& Brothers, which furnishes 
all the baseball used in National League 
owe: The letter from Mr. Curtiss to 
Mr. Heydler is as follows: 


Dear Mr. Heydler: Many letters 
have come to my desk and I have also 
read in the papers various articles in 
regard to the free hitting that is go- 
ing on this year in the major leagues, 
and giving as a reason therefor that 
the ball we are furnishing is much 
livelier than in the past. 

Permit me to state most emphatical- 
ly that there has been no change made 
in the m:tnufacture of this ball. The 
rubber ani cork centre we make our- 
selves in our own rubber mill, and it 
has remained unchanged ever since 
this great improvement was introduced 
into baseball manufacture. The 
leather is as usual the most carefully 
selected horsehide that is tanned in 
this country. That also comes from 
the sarmne source and Is tanned in ex- 
actly the same way as it has been 
tanned for the last twenty-five years. 
As far as the yarn is concerned, every 
yard of that this year is spun in our 
own yarn mill, and it is possible that 
the quality is a trifle better than 
last year. We increased our facilities 
in order to manufacture every pound 
of this yarn ourselves so that we could 
depend absolutely on the quality. Last 
year we were compelled to buy some 
from outside sources. 

No pains have been spared to make 
this ball the perfection of baseball 
manufacture, and never in the history 
of our business have we put out an 
article that has given such universal 
satisfaction. No complaint has yet 
been registered, but compliments have 
been many. I never have been so 
proud of our product as I am this 
year. There is nothing of the freak 
about it. It is the best baseball 
that we have ever made and I believe 
that ever has been made.

INTERALLIED DEBT SETTLEMENT 

Secretary MELLON’s statement in 
support of his request for unlimited 
power to negotiate for the adjustment 
of the ten billions of debts owed this 
Government by other Governments 
hardly made out a case for giving him 
the full power he desires. If Congress 
could give wisdom with power, so that 
the Secretary’s judgment of conditions 
might be better than any other Ameri- 
can’s, or than all other Americans’, it 
might be well to consider his request. 
But he indicates no course of action, 
and shows no need for present action 
under conditions which he is right in 
saying are obscure. 

These ten billions are payable on de- 
mand, but the Secretary says that the 
debtors cannot pay, and that we could 
not receive payment if tendered, with- 
out domestic inconvenience. It is as 





convenient, for us to wait for payment 
as it is for the borrowers to delay 
payment. /Why not let well alone 
for the present? If any one offers 
to lead debtors and creditors out of 
difficulties embarrassing to both, it 
is reasonable to ask that the proffer of 
guidance should be accompanied with 
somé signs of knowledge of the path to 
be taken. But this the Secretary ex- 
plicitly disavows. He even seems to 
overlook one line of escape from the 
impasse implicit in the conditions as 
they were officially described: 
According to the’ testimony, the 
United States had lent money to 
some nations to pay debts owed by 
those countries to other nations. Italy 
recently received $16,000,000 to pay a 
debt owed to England. England paid 
this money to France and France re- 
paid it to the United States to be

Dean at Pennsylvania Accepts 
as New York Commissioner, 
Succeeding Dr. Finley. 


WIDER SERVICE HIS OBJECT 


Wealthiest State, He Says, Offers 


Vast Field in Schools—Known 


Here as Columbia Trustee.

PHILADELPHIA, June 30.—Dr. Frank 
Pierrepont Graves, Dean of the School 
of Education of the University of Penn- | 





| sylvania, who on Wednesday was elect- | 


ed by the Board of Regents of the Uni- | 
versity of the State of New York to suc- | 
ceed Dr. John H. Finley as Commis- | 
sioner of Education of that Stxte, to- | 
day explained that while he had declined 
offers of college presidencies, and while | 
he regretted deeply to leave the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylyania, the opportunity 
offered in New York was one affording 


too wide possibilities for service and in- | 
fluence to be declined. Dr. Graves re- | 
turned to this city from New York, | 
where he was notified of his election | 
soon after action was taken by the 
Board of Regents. 

‘“*1 shall leave Philadelphia and the | 
Pennsylvania with keen 
regret,’’ said Dean Graves. ‘ No insti- 
tution in the land has had a more re- 
markable history or is more favorably | 
located for service. Pennsylvania has a 
distinguished and devoted faculty and} 
Board of Trustees and a splendid body 
of alumni, and I am proud to have been 
identified with the university as dean | 
and professor for the past eight years. 

‘*T have been the first and only dean 
of the School of Education, and have 
been privileged to see it develop into 
a flourishing college of over 800 stu- 
dents. To leave Pennsylvania now, even | 
for so much larger a field, is like tear- | 
ing oneself up by the roots. 

‘* The opportunity in New York, on the 
other hand, is almost beyond limit. I 
only hope that I may have the strength 
of body, mind and character to perform 
the duties in a way befitting the dignity 
of the position and of the success of my | 
distinguished predecessors. | 

‘*“To lead the well-trained and indus- 
trious body of teachers in the largest 
and wealthiest State in the Union, the 
highly efficient army of district superin- 
tendents, a number of whom might well 
have aspired to the chief office them- 
selves, and, above all, the remarkable 
eorps of deputies, bureau chiefs and 
other officials in the State Education 
Building, is worthy of the ambition of a 
much more able man than I. I shall 
need the confidence and loyal support of 
all, and shall do my best to merit them.”’ 

In 1920, when Dean Graves became 
alumni trustee of Columbia, Teachers’ 
College group, President Nicholas Mur-/} 
ray Butler in New York City gave this | 
appreciation of, him: | 

‘“‘ Dr. Graves is a man of broad liberal 
education, and his environment and pa-| 
rental influence have added to his cul-| 
ture. Few men have a broader acquain- 
tance throughout the country and he 
has an exceptionally cordial relation-| 
ship with all schools and departments 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 

‘‘ His educational activities have gain- 
ed for him a national reputation. His 
knowledge of educational problems is ex- | 
tensive and his administrative ability is 
unquestioned.

State Department of Farms Will Use| 
150,000 Pounds of Milk to Make It. 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 30.—The State 
Department of Farms and Markets, 
working in co-operation with the Dairy- 
men’s League, will manufacture the 
largest single cheese ever made, accord- 
ing to an announcement today by Com- 
missioner of Agriculture George E. 
Hogue. 

The cheese will be manufactured at 
Lowville for exhibition at the State Fair 
in Syracuse in September. It will weigh 
12 tons and will require 150,000 pounds 
of milk, or one day’s output of 7,500 
cows, Commissioner Hogue said. 

The Commissioner added that the 
cheese would be representative of the 
great dairy interests of the State and 
the progress made in cheese manufac- 
turing.

TO SELL 287 WOODEN SHIPS. 


Lasker Plans to Dispose of Them by 
Bids to Be Opened July 30. 
WASHINGTON, June 30.—The new 


Shipping Board has decided to dispose | 


of the Government fleet of 287 wooden 
ships, it was stated today at the office 
of Chairman Lasker.

Committee Approves Norris’s Plan 
for $100,000,000 Corporation. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—Favorable 
report on the Norris bill to create a 
$100,000,000 Government corporation to 
promote the exportation of agricultural 
products was ordered today by the Sen- 
ate Agricultural Committee. Chairman 
Norris was instructed to urge the Sen- 
ate to give the bill a prom’nent place on 


the calendar before the agreement for 
three-day recesses is adopted.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—The House 
passed today the Hawaiian rehabilita- 
tion bill, previously approved by the 
Senate. 

The measure establishes a homes com- 
mission for rehabilitation of the Ha- 
wailan race, repeals a section of the 
Territory Organic act which prohibits 


corporations from owning more than 
1,000 acres of land, and prohibits the 
employment of Japanese on Federal con- 
struction work on the island. 


GIVES LIVING COST DECLINE. 


Labor Department Reports 16.7 Per 
Cent. Drop Since June, 1920. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—The de- 
crease in the cost of living between 
June, 1920, and May, 1921, was 16.7 per 
cent., according to figures based upon 
prices in 32 cities made public today by 
the Department of Labor. Except for 
fuel, light and housing, all items 
dropped in price between June, 1920, and 
May, 1921. 

In Cincinnati the cost of living dropped 
17.3 per cent. between June, 1920, and 
May, 1921. In Los Angeles the drop was 
11.4 per cent. for the same period; in 
Norfolk, Va., 15.38 per cent.; in Rich- 
mond, 16.4 per cent., and in St. Louis 
17.3.

The representation for State and 
Judiciary Conventions was fixed at the 
rate of one delegate from each Assem- 
bly District and one in addition for 
each 2,500 votes or fracticn thereof cast 
for Governor last Fall. This plan ‘will 
give New York City a majority of thir- 
ty-one votes in the State Convention, 
The Democratic State Convention, it 
is said, will have 707 delegates. Of 
those 338 will represent up-State <As- 
sembly districts: and 369 will represent 
districts in this city. 

The State Committee filled a vacancy 
from Oswego County by the election of 
Francis E. Cullen, a young lawyer. 


To Have Headquarters Here. 


Chairman Pell said after the meeting 
that after two years the Democratic 
State Committee, within a few days, 
wculd have a headquarters in New York 
City. In 1918 the principal headquar- 
ters, formerly in New York, was re- 
moved to Syracuse. 

Chairman Pell was a Democratic mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives in 
1920 and 1921.

Taft, Seeking Judicial Career, Had

William Howard Taft comes of an old 
New England family. The earliest 
bearer of the name who has been traced 
in this country was Robert Taft, a house 
carpenter, who settled in Boston, Mass., 
in 1668. Mr. Taft is the third genera- 
tion of Judges in his family. His grand- 
father, Peter Taft, held several Judge- 
ships in Massachusetts. His only son 
was Judge Alphonso Taft, the father 
of Willtam Howard. Alphonso "Taft

In addition to the nineteen firms, four 
individuals, officers of the organization, 
with headquarters at 19 West Forty- 
fourth Street, are named in the suit. 

Attorney General Daugherty said in 

Washington that yesterday’s action 
would not in any way stop the prose- 
cution of the pending criminal case.

Acts Called Conspiracy. 


The defendant members are the Atlas

‘The most important of the various 
means used to accomplish an unlawful 
combination and conspiracy, it {s assert- 
ed, is the comprehensive reports of sta- 
tistical information ‘*‘ considered confi- 
dential and secret.’’ The information is 
disseminated through the medium of 
twenty-eight blanks calling for informa- 
tion on every phase of, the business. 

Each of the corporations, the bill 
| alleges, having full and complete in- 
formation as to each other defendant’s 
production capacity, the quantities pro- 
duced, sold and cancelled ‘‘ was cogniz- 
ant of every important detail of the 
business of cach potential competitor 
and had his finger constantly on the 
pulse of supply and demand. Conse- 
Bently, when the supply showed a ten- 

ency to exceed the demand, the course 
to be pursued was thoroughly under- 
stood and defendants would shut down 
their mills, or operate them at less than 
full capacity, thus effecting a substan- 
tial curtailment of production and nulli- 
fying the operation of the law of supply 
and demand.”’

Unlawful Fixing of Prices. 


The proceeding is the first brought in 
the name of Attorney General Daugherty 
to test the legality of the ‘‘ open price "’ 
associations whose members are alleged 
by the Government to fix future prices 
unlawfully under the guise of discussing 
rast prices, the latter being permitted 
by law. 

It was said that the national asso- 


ciation was in receipt of more than $1,- 
000,000 annually in dues, based on the 
output of the constituent members for 
the previous year. 

Although the Federal authorities per- 
mitted a committee of the cement manu- 
facturers to fix the prices at which 
cement.was sold to the Government dur- 
ing the war, the®bill alleges, the prices 
being higher than those obtaining for 
15 years before the war, soon after the 
termination of governmental supervision 
of prices of various commodities ‘‘ the 

rice of Portland cement advanced by 
eaps and bounds until near tke close of 
1920, retailing in some instances as high 
as $8 a barrel, more than 4 times the 
highest price fixed by the Government.”’ 

The result has been that, due to the 
high prices of cement and other building 
materials, building operations have been 
Rradually retared—thus depriving men 
of employment and preventing relief 

from the grave shortage of housing 
facilities.’’

Daugherty Makes Announcemest. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—Attorney 
General Daugherty announced today

nated ‘‘ every semblance of the compe- 
tition to which the public is entitled.’’ 

The bringing of an action against the 
Cement Manufacturers’ Protective Asso- 
clation has been under consideration for 
some time by the Department of Jus- 
tice. There have been consultations in 
which Attorney General Daugherty, 
District Attorney Hayward, Guy D. 
Goff, assistant to the Attorney General;

| Efforts of French Syndicate Fail to 


Avert Crash That Affects Na- 
tlon’s Far Eastern Work. 
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PARIS, June 30.+The Industrial Bank 
of China filed a liquidation petition to- 
day. The premises in the Rue Saint 


Lazare are closed and the windows are 
shuttered. Although the bank’s diffi- 
culty has been known since Christmas, 
hope has been entertained in the past 
few weeks that the crash might be 
averted along lines proposed by the 
Bank of Paris and the Netherlands. 

The news of the failure created a con- 
siderable _ stir. The Bourse market 
opened weak with bank shares all lower, 
but support was forthcoming later to 
~— back to nearly yesterday’s 
level. 

Press comment emphasizes the regret- 
able effects of the disaster from the 
political viewpoint as injuring French 
prestige throughout the Far Hast. Sev- 
cral newspapers allude bitterly to the 
coincidence of the ruin of the French 
bank simultaneously with the reopening 
of the German Asiatic Bank of China. 

‘Tre event has particular importance, 
says the Liberté, considering the Indus- 
trial Bank’s influence. It means aban- 
don the great public works in Pekin 
which would have made the Chinese 
capital city a city of French influence.

French Authorities Unable to 
Throw Light on Crime Charged 
to Mayor and Councilors.

‘NEW WITNESS | FOUND 


Villagers Who Kept Silent for Seven 
Yoars Now Assert Emphatically 
That the Soldier Was Killed. 
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PARIS, June 30.—The mystery of how 
the Zouave Letermelier met his end, 
far from becoming clearer, is more and 
more difficult to solve, as new evidence 
is being discovered which the _ time 
elapsed since the crime now renders sus- 
pect. 
cilors of Reuilly-Sauvigny throw his 
almost lifeless body into the Marne in 
order to escape reprisals by the Ger- 
mans for having sheltered a French sol- 
dier, or did they remove him, as they 
said they did, to a lonely house by the 
banks of the river, where alone in the 
night he died from the fever from 
which he was, suffering? 

The judicial authorities, to whom a 
certain amount of blame has been at- 
tached because of the Jong delay in 
bringing the case to light, are today 
somewhat anxiously defending them- 
selves with explanations of how diffi- 
cult the case is to decide. On the one 
side are the statements of the now dead 
Mayor and the two Councillors accused 
with him. On the other are statements 
of an old woman and ‘little girl, who 
was then 12, and of whom neither saw 
the action. 

One further witness has come forward 
today, an old man named Couille, who 
on the evening of the alleged crime saw 
@ man, naked, struggling feebly in the 
Marne and was unable to reach and 
save him. Was that man the Zouave? 
There seems no way possible of knowing 
the truth. At the time the Germans 
were at the gate of the village. Every- 


one was in a state of extraordinary ex- 
citement and strain. No one had time 
to look after anything but his and her 
own affairs. On the Mayor lay re- 
sponsibility for the village and in the 
years between that day and his death 
two months ago he repeatedly spoke of 
a warning from the commander of a 
German outpost which had been brought 
to him stating that if a single French 
soldier was found in the village it would 
be burned and he himself shot. 

Already in one important matter the 
story as issued by the League of ex- 
Soldiers who are fighting the case on 
behalf of the mother of the Zouave has 
been denied. Mayor Monnerat, it is 
now stated, did not commit suicide, but 
died a natural Geath last April. Some 
mystery, however, remains and the body 
will probably be exhumed. 

At the same time actual evidence is 
being subject to the minutest examina- 
tion. In one thing the Mayor seriously 
transgressed. It was not till eight days 
after the burial of the Zouave that he 
asked and obtained from a local doctor 
a certificate declariing death was from 
natural causes. Now the doctor de- 
clares that he never saw the Zouave 
except on the first evening when he 
was alive. 

On tne other side, the evidence is 
{treated as most inconclusive. One wo- 
{man who saw three men carry the 
Zouave in the direction of the river is 
said to be so short-sighted as to be 
almost blind. The other, now a girl of 
19, was then 12 years old, and the ac- 
curacy of her memory is questioned by 
the defense. A curious feature of the 
case is that the villagers, who during 
the seven years that have elapsed since 
the crime have never moved in the mat- 
ter or in fact paid any attention to it, 
now that the Mayor is dead declare em- 
phatically that he assasinated the 
Zouave.

MASSACRES ARE REPORTED 


Russian Exiles Applaud Brusiloff’s 
March and Hope for Capture 
of Constantinople.

A 
majority of the villages in the Ismid- 
Yalovo area are uninnabitabie. it is 
claimed that.the Greeks and ‘Turks have 
committed niassacres.

Nationalists and all the refugees were 
removed from the city, says an official 
statement today on the operations in 
Asia Minor. It reads: 

‘* Our occupational troops have evacu- 
ated ismid and all the refugees have 
been removed. The evacuation was not 
harassed by the enemy. All is calm 
in the northern and southern areas. 


Russian Eyes on Constantinople. 


BERLIN, June 30 (Associated Press). 
—The eventuality of a joint Russian and 
Kemalist occupation of Constantinople 
is foreseen by Russian exiles through- 


out Central Europe, who are watching 
with the keenest interest the advance of 
the Bolshevist - Turkish Nationalist 
forces in Anatolia. Regardless of their 
political views, these Russians ate ap- 
parently unanimous in the hope, which 
amounts almost to a belief with them, 
that General Brusiloff will lead a con- 
quering army into the city by the Bos- 
porus. 

An anti-Bolshevist Russian officer of 
the old army, who fought for three 
years in Anatolia under the imperial 
régime during the Great War, expressed 
his view today in discussing the advance 
of the Russian force under General 
| Brusiloff, one of the most brilliant of 
| the oll régime’s commanders. 

“If Trotzky leads a conquering army 
into Constantinople I will take my hat 
off to him. T hate Bolshevism, but it 
won't last long, and if the Russians 
enter Constantinople they will never 
leave, and our dream of centuries will 
be realized. All Russians will rally 
around the man who restores Constan- 
tinople to our sphere of influence. 

" Brusiloft is now west of Sivas with 
his army, which is being supplied with 
ammunition from Moscow, and is mov- 
ing through a rich grain, sheep and 
cattle country, where there are abundant 
supplies. General Daniloff and scores 
of other capable officers of the old army 
are with Brusiloff, who probably is not 
being hindered by the Soviet commis- 
saries, as he is reported to have insisted 
he must not be interfered with in his 
campaign. 

‘It must be remembered that the Gal- 
lipoli peninsula is no longer fortified 
and that consequently it cannot be held 
so easily by the forces now occupying it. 
The warships in the Bosporous will be 
of little use against land forces, as the 
Straits are so narrow and the hills sur- 
rounding are so steep that the big guns 
cannot get into action. 

‘* Nature affords a fine screen for an 
army moving against Constantinople 
from the east. It is impossible for war- 
ships in the Sea of Marmora or the 
Black Sea to check movements by land 
from Anatolia, because of the irregular 
rugged hills, and it is doubtful whether 
the Greeks can muster sufficient land 
forces to protect the Sea of Marmora 
and the Bosporus as well as_ the 
Smyrna area.” 


BOLSHEVIKI ROUNDED UP. 


Allied Troops Carry Out Series of 
Raids in Constantinople. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 30 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—A number of raids car- 
ried out early on Wednesday morning 
by allied troops in searching for Bol- 
sheviki and the appearance of lorries 
containing troops caused a’ sensation 
among the Turks, who apprehended the 
reoccupation of Constantinople. The

massed arrests would be made. There 
were no incidents. The Russians no- 
where offered resistance.

But F. O. Watts Tells Conveation 
They Are Not Ready to Dis- 
cuss a Solution.

LONDON, June 380.—The question of 
the interallied war debts and partic- 
ularly of European debts to the United 
States has been one of the most interest- 
ing and delicate matters that have come 
before the International Chamber 
Commerce at its sessions here. A res- 
olution will be presented tomorrow to 
the conference calling fur the appoint- 
ment of a committee to look into’ the 
situation, created by these huge inter- 
national obligations, including those 
caused by the German reparations, and 
especially the effect upon international 
trade. 

This, it is pointed out, is an interesting 
development. Up to the present time 
politicians representing primarily na- 
tional sentiment and tied by electoral 
pledges and parliamentary necessities 
have dealt with the question. They have 
called ig experts, but have not been 
obliged to adopt their advice and this 
will be the first time that trained 
financiers from many countries guided, 
as Lord Birkenhead suggested on Mon- 
day, entirely by business considerations, 
will meet to examine the whole problem 
untrammelled by political influences. 
George E. Roberts of the National City 
Bank, New, York, yesterday expressed 
the opinion that in the best interests of 
its export trade the United States should 
postpone for the present payments of 
either principal or interest due it ¢rom 
the debtor nations of Europe but the 
financial group of the Congress, before 
which the question has so far come, has 
evidently felt that it would be a mistake 
to go too fast. It is, in its opinion, 
most important that the view which 
economic and finsncial experts may take 
on the internutional indebtedness shoula 
not be forced on the public before it is 
informed on the subject. The problem 
of the currency and the commercial 
considerations in which the question is 
involved are intricate, difficult and 
obscure and it will take time yor the 
average man to grasp their meaning.

Drop Plan to Devise Solution. 


When the first resolution dealing with 
this matter came before the group, call- 


ing as it did for decision upon a plan 
of action for a solution of the problems 
raised by the interallied debts, some 
objection was taken to it and Dr. Walter 
Leaf, President of the British Institute 
of Bankers, suggested that it be with- 
drawn. It came up again today in 
amended form. No mention was made 
of devising any plan of action and the 
only recommendation made was for the 
study of the effect of the international 
indebtedness. Moreover, ‘the resolution 
was made to cover not only the obliga- 
tions of one allied country to another 
but also ‘‘ similar study of the payment 
and utilization of the German repara- 
tions.”’ 

The discussion showed that France and 
Italy meant by this the ultimate possi- 
bility of getting America and Great Brit- 
ain, the two creditor nations, to accept 
German bonds in the reduction of their 
indebtedness. No definite proposals were 
put torward on this line, and Maurice 
Lewandowski, for France, expressly 
stated that the French delegates had not 
come to the conference with the idea of 
inducing America or England to cry 
‘‘quits,’’: but it was impossible for 
Franee to re-establish herself without 
due consideration of the interallied debt 
problem, with which the question of Ger- 
man reparations was linked. 

Giorgio Mylius of Italy went further by 
suggesting that the United States should 
|\find some way of discounting the Ger- 
man debt, but F. O. Watts, President of 
the First National Bank of St. Louis, 
i stated that neither the American group 
at the conference nor American public 
opinion was prepared for a discussion of 
definite plans of this sort. The Amert- 
can group was, however, in favor of a 
special commission to study the entire 
question, the report of which would have 
undoubtedly an important effect on 
American opinion. 


Americans Want Business Free. 


LONDON, June 30 (Associated Press). 
—The group of the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce on transportation and 
communication, of which Walker D. 
Hines, former Director of Railroads of 
the United States, is Chairman, com- 
pleted its work this afternoon with the 
adoption of resolutions to be submitted 


to the general meeting of the conference 
tomorrow for its action. 

These resolutions embody en of 
the work of the International Communi- 
cations Conference in Barcelona, Spain; 
the scheme for an Anglo-French tunnel ; 
the inauguration of freight train ferry 
services across the English Channel and 
other waters where such services would 
be commercially feasible; uniform meas- 
urement of the net tonnage of ships; 
uniform bills of lading covering rail and 
sea transport; modification of interna- 
tional commercial terms and other sug- 
gestions calculatéd to facilitate the 
handling of cargoes at ports and over- 
land shipments. 

Restoration of the pre-war postal ser- 
vices, remedial passport legislation and 
improvement in cable facilities are also 
urged in the resolutions. 

A resolution brought forward by the 
American section of the financial group 
and carried unanimously, said that the 
conference was of the opinion that 
‘without reference to the commercial 
policy of particular nations as to export 
and import trade, it is in the interests 
of international trade and the restora- 
tion of normal industrial activity within 
each nation that State operation of in- 
dustries and interference with the régu- 
lation of business should be reduced to 
the minimum in order that the normal 
forces of private and competitive busi- 
ness be permitted to operate and pro- 
duce their salutary effects.” 


To Hold Inquest on Lady Churchill. 

LONDON, June 30.—An_inquest on the 
body of Lady Randoiph Churchill, 
formerly Miss Jennie Jerome of New 
York, who died here Wednesday, will 
be held .tomorrow in the Paddington 
Coroner’s Court.

| Indian Delegates Cause Surprise. 

| LONDON, June 30 (Associated Press). 
-—-The Anglo-Japanese treaty was again 
the subject of discussion by the con- 
{ference of Imperial Premiers this after- 
noon. At the close of the meeting, how- 
| ever, it was stated that no decision had 
been reached regarding a renewal of the 
treaty or otherwise. 


At this afternoon’s session Premier 
Massey of New Zealand concluded his 
speech in support of renewal of the al- 
liance. He was followed by the Indian 
delegate, the Maharajah of Cutch, who 
submitted the Indian viewpoint that 
there was no objection on India’s part 
to renewal of the treaty, with the ex- 
ception of the clauses providing that in 
case of India being attacked Japan 
should come to India’s assistance. 

This view caused some surprise, but 
the Maharajah explained that the Indian 
delegation was of the opinion that Eng- 
land and India should be able to protect 
India without the assistance of any 
allies. 

The British Prime Minister, Mr. Lloyd 
George, who again presided, reviewed 
the various arguments adduced ang the 
discussion was further adjourned. ‘The 
question of elimination of the military 
clauses from the treaty never has been 
brought up in the conference. 

LONDON, Friday, July 1.—The Daiiy

ing a year’s notice, the treaty automat- 
ically continues.

Moreover, from a judicial viewpoint, 
it is held that the Anglo-Japanese noti- 
fication to the League of Nations of the 
proposed modification of the treaty does 
not constitute formal denunciation. 

‘“‘Thus,”’ adds The Times, ‘it would 
seem that the Premiers may be relieved 
from the duty of solving the most diffi- 
cult problem at the present moment, 
since in the course of a year conversa- 
tions and correspondence which tight 
lead to a conference of the Powers, so 
generally desired, could be conducted 
without undue haste.’’ 

The Times expresses the hope that 
the opinion attributed to the Lord 
Chancellor is a true interpretation, be- 
cause it would give ample time to de- 
bate the question and agree upon the 
large problems involved. It adds: 

‘““To the lay mind it would appear 
that if the treaty is to continue alive 
for a year after its denunciation, still 
more should it remain in force for a 
year after ee ‘ 

Protest against the secrecy surround- 
ing the conference is voiced: by The 
Times, which says, ‘‘ No camarilla of re- 
actionaries plotting darkly against the 
liberties of people has guarded the 
secrecy of its proceedings more jeal- 
ously than the convinced disciples of 
*‘ open diplomacy ’ and democratic rights, 
now assembled in Downing Street.’’ 

The paper declares that the views 
which have been expressed by the Pre- 
miers in favor of an international con- 
ference on pacific questions and disarm- 
ament are, rather, views which should 
be ‘‘ proclaimed from the housetops.”’

Charge Official Withheld Passports 
From Subscribers to Local 
Croatian Newspaper.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 30.—Pres- 
ident Harding, upon the recommenda- 
tion of Secretary of State Hughes, has 
revoked the exequatur of V. R. Savie, 
the Consul General at New York City 
of the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croais 
and Slovenes, as a result of charecs 
filed against Savic abbeging that he used 
his official position for {mproperly in- 
terfering with the bustness of Frank 
Zotti of New York, publisher of the Na- 
rodni List. 

Commenting on the action of tne 
United States Government, J. Bond 
Smith, attorney for the publisher, said 
tonight: 

*“*Savic had attemptedi to coerce all 
subscribers and advertisers in the Na- 
rodni List for the purpose of compelling 
them to cancel their contracts and to 
withdraw their advertisements. To tuio 
end, Savic threatened that he would 
not issue, or visé, any passport to any 
one who was a subscriber to Narodni 
List, or to any persons sent to him by 
advertisers in the paper. 

‘““It was further charg«d, on behalf of 
Zotti, that Savic, through one Asa Petro- 
vich, his authorized agent and interme- 
diary—attempted to force Zotti to sell 
the Narodni List to Petrovich, who was 
acting in behaif of Savic. Unless Zotti 
sold his paper to Petrovich, the latter 
advised Zotti that Savic would con- 
tinue his efforts to Injure the publica- 
tion. It was also charged that Savic 
and Petrovich proposed to personally 
profit by such ferced sale of the Na- 
rodni List to the extent of $50,000. 

“The action ef this Government in 
revoking the exequatur && Counsel Gen- 


eral Savic was, winerefure, to protect 
American rights.”’

ACCUSED OF GOUGING 


‘Chacks,’ 7 Cents at Wholesale, 
Sold at 18 Cents Profit, 
Meat Council Cherges. 


Charges that many retail meat deal- 
ers are profiteering, particularly those 
handling kosher meat, were made by 
members of the Meat Council at a meet- 
ing in its rooms in the National City 
It was said that 


many of the kosher dealers pay only 7 
cents a pound for fine chucks, which 
they retail for more than 25 cents a 
pound. Somé kosher shops make as 
much as $25 profit on one forequarter, 
it was contended. 

The wholesale price of chuck yester- 
day was 5 cents a pound, but this was 
considered only temporary, and the price 
was not used by the dealers in their 
formal statement. It was said that 
some of the retailers are charging as 
high as 30 cents for this kind of meat. 

The public also came in for a bit of 
criticism. The meat purveyors said the 
very high prices consumers are forced 
to pay for hindquarter cuts result from 
their failure to buy forequarter cuts. 
Forequarters meat sold yesterday at 5 
cents a pound, wholesale, whereas the 
hindquarters brought 24 cents a pound. 
The hindquarter cuts are carrying al- 
most the whole cost of the animal. 

In a formal statement at the close of 
the meeting the retailers said: 

“Housewives should be getting good 
meat, especially forequarter cuts, such 
as chuck, plates, shoulders and briskets, 
at low prices now. Women who know 
how to buy meat should be getting it 
at very close to pre-war prices. Con- 
sumers of kosher meat especially should 
be getting bargains. 

““Wholesalers’ are aomplaining that 
demand for forequarter meats is very 
light. Conditions in Philadelphia are 
just as bad, and meat is being sent here 
from that city. Consumption of meat is 
steadily decreasing, when people should 
be buying ‘more meat because of falling 
prices.”’

DISCRIMINATION IS ALLEGED 


Attorney Says Neglect of Rights 
Has Put Shares at 44 in Favor 
of Common at 130. 


Goldstein & Goldstein, attorneys for 
the preferred stockholders of the Cities 
Service Company, yesterday made ap- 
plication in the Supreme Court for an 
injunction restraining the company from 
|paying dividends in scrip. The attor- 
neys contended tsat the company should 
pay cash dividends on the preferred 
stock or no dividend of any kind on the 
| other issues. The order was signed by 
| Justice Thomas F. Donnelly and a hear- 
| ing set for today. 
| Jjocah J. Goldstein, one of the attor- 
rey%, said yesterday that ‘‘there has 
peen a continued neglect of the equitable 
and legal rights of the preferred stock- 
holders. This has resulted in the anom- 
alous situation that the preferred stock 
is selling for 44 and the common stock 
at 130. To issue scrip dividend is a 
clear discrimination against the pre- 
ferred stock. In addition to the pres- 
ent injunction to restore the preferred 
stock to,a cash dividend basis, other 
sieps are being taken to secure for the 
holders of preferred stock preference in 
security as well as in the payment of 
dividends.”’ 

The suit was brought in the name of 
Robert Rosenbluth, owner of three 
shares of preferred. The e2ttorneys said 
that they represented the holders of ap- 
proximately $70,000 of par value pre- 
ferred. The committee of stockholders 
was led by Nat Jacoby of the Black and 
White Taxi Company and C. A. Swope, 
a prominent railroad man. A letter 
Swope said in part: 

‘There is no desire or intention on 
our part to jeopardize or injure the 
Cities Service Company by litigation, | 
but we confidently believe that the hold- | 
ers of the preferred stock are entitled | 
to preference provided in the stock Is- 
sue, both morally and legally. We are} 
also entitled to the preference set up| 
in the resolution of the Board of Di- | 
rectors which was constantly advertised 
and held up to investors as an additional 
security of assets and dividends.’’

Mr. Goldstein said last night that the 
Cities Service Corporation may attach 
no importance to the suit, but that it 
had retained Hornblower, Miller & Gar- 
rison to defend its position. 

** After 6 o’clock tonight,’’ said Mr. 
Goldstein, ‘‘ we were served with a peti- 
tion by Hornblower, Miller & Garrison, 
on behalf of the Cities Service Company, 
asking that the case be transferred to 
the Federal Court, as more than $3,000 
is involved and the parties to the case 
are residents of numerous States. This 
motion will be argued today. I am sur- 

rised at the statement attributed to 
Prank W. Frueauff, Vice President of 
the company, that the court has refused 
to enjoin the issuance of the scrip divi- 
dends by Cities Service Company, be- 
cause it is entirely untrue. The court 
has not ruled on the case.”’

BANK LOANS FEWER 
AS PRICES DECLINE 


In giving an account of its steward- 
ship, the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, in its monthly review of credit 
{and business conditions, issued yester- 
day, recalls that during and imme- 
| diately after war the power of the 
| Reserve Banks to manufacture credit 
| was utilized freely. ‘‘Now their ability 
|to take in the slack which is develop- 
| ing in the country’s volume of credit 


is being tested,’’ declares the bank. 
‘Lower prices, lessened business ac- 
tivity and the influx of gold from 
abroad in unprecedented sums, have re- 
duced demands upon member banks for 
credit, and they in turn have found it 
advantageous to reduce their indebted- 
ness at the Reserve Banks. 


‘In previous years,’’ the review con-

oe “there was no power in reserve 

for the creation of credit and vice 
versa; there was not power whereby 
surplus credit could be retired and ex- 
tinguished. The country’s credit ma- 
chinery was rigid and there was very 
little facility for expanding or con- 
tracting it.’’ 

The facts in the present situation, 
which indicate the extent to which, in 
recent months, credit has been re- 
leased from emergency employment and 
subsequently retired, are summarized 
by the bank as follows: 

‘“‘Wholesale prices (Department of 
Labor index) have declined from the 
Ligh point of May, 1920, 44 per cent. 

“Loans of 817 reporting member 
banks have declined from the high 
point of Oct. 15, 1920, 11 per cent. 

‘“‘Loans of all Federal Reserve Banks 
have declined from the high point of 
Oct. 15, 1920, 39 per cent. 

‘Federal reserve notes in circulation 
throughout the country have declined 
23, 1920, 22 
per cent. 

“Amount of checks drawn on bank 
aeposits, reflecting changes in prices 
and changes in the ealouee of business, 
have declined from the high point of 
November, 1919, 29 per cent.

Pressure on cotton increased yester- 
day, with more effect on prices than oc- 
curred during Wednesday's trading. 
Liverpool broke sharply under liquida- 
tion prior to notices being issued there 
today, and causing a loss of nearly all 
the advance following settlement of the 
coal strike. After a decline of a quarter 
of a cent, the market was sustained by 
private condition reports lower than 
generally anticipated. Operations were 
restricted by uncertainty over today’s 


- Government report, final prices showing 


a@ loss of 12 to 19 points. 

The course of prices in Liverpool in- 
dicated liquidation of an extensive na- 
ture. Private cables reported heavy 


selling, noticeably in July, holders get- 
ting out before notice day in that mar- 
ket. This turned an early advance of 
8 points into a decline of 20. October 
contracts in Liverpool broke 60 Ameri- 
can points and closed at the bottqm. 
This had a depressing influence on sen- 
timent in New York. There was an 
opening decline of 10 points, followed 
by 7 more during early trading. <A 
growing impression that private condi- 
tion reports indicated a crop situation 
where Government figures might prove 
lower,than had been thought possible 
tended to offset weakness abroad.

At the same time a New 
Orieans publication gave figures of 68.5 
and described the boll weevil situation 
as the worst ever known so early_in 
the season. In view of the fact that 
Washington figures are generally below 
those of private sources, operators wére 
not dispose:i to take an aggressive posi- 
tion against prices.

NORTHWEST RAINS FOREIGN B 


HIT CHICAGO GRAINS 


But Wheat Ralies When Ger- 
many Gets In ‘to Buy on the 
Break—Strike Downs Corn. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 30.—While the out- 
lcok for the Spring wkeat crop is being 
steadily reduced by continued hot and 
dry weather, the grain trade pays little 
attention to the bad reports, and the 
action of the market today shows that 
it will take increased outside specula- 
tion to maintain bulges. The fluctua- 
tions are extremely rapid and very few 
of the local element are able to call 
the turn. Rains at a number of points 
in the Canadian Northwest and the 
forecast for showers and cooler in North 
Dakota and Minnesota resulted in a de- 
cline of 4%0 from the previous day’s 
close in the early trading, but tke break 
ran into export orders and the surplus 
was taken out of the pit by houses with 
seaboard connections and a rally of 5% 
@5%c from the low followed with the 
finish at net gains of %@1 cent,’ Sep- 
tember leading. 

Reports of export sales of around 
1,000,000 bushels, only 250,000° bushels 
of which could be confirmed, had consid- 
erable influence on sentiment after val- 
ues started upward, and many of the 
local lement who sold early were 
forced to cover on the advance. A fea- 
ture of the trading today was the buy- 
ing of wheat by houses with Northwest- 
ern connections, backing up tre reports 
of crop damage. No general relief of 
the droughty conditions on either side 
of the international: line was indicated 
by the forecast, although somewhat 
lower temperatures are expected. 

It was reported tkgmt Germany was in 
the market for 3)000,000 bushels of 
wheat on ninety days’ credit, and in 
some quarters it was thought probable 
that the 1,000,000 bushels said to have 
been sold was done on this basis. The 
German orders were said to have been 
for July shipment, indicating an imme- 
diate need of grain. Spot wheat pre- 
miums were 1@4c lower on red and un- 
changed to 1c higher on hard, with No. 
1 red 5c to 9c and No. 1 hard 16@18c 
over July. Cables continue to report 
crop deterloration in France. 

The passage of the peace resolution 


by the House and the action of the Sen- 
ate Committee in reporting favorably on 
the Norris bill to create a $100,000,000 
Government corporation to finance ex- 
ports of agricultural products, attracted 
some attention after the close and was 
responsible for some buying of offers. 
Sentiment then was rather bullish, and 
it was not believed that there will be 
any material decline tomorrow, unless 
soaking rains fall in the Northwest. 


For years the trade has made a practice | Advances 


of evening up for over July 4, on ac- 
count of the corn crop being burned up 
in the Northwest over a holiday ten 
years ago, and with drought talk coming 
from practically all sections of the 
West and Northwest any decline early 
is expected to be followed by a good 
rally toward the close.

It is under- 
stood that France has been a persistent 
buyer of Canadian oats of late. Bulk 
of the trade in oats was in changing 
over hedges from the July to the Sep- 
tember, at 24% cents difference, and the 
bulk of the deliveries of corn and oats 
will come back to.the elevator interests, 
except such corn as is wanted by New 
York exporters. 

Primary arrivals of wheat for the day 
were 765,000 bushels; week ago, 1,157,-

YONS RULING EASES 
STATES’ MOTOR ROW 


Advises New York Authorities 
Not to Molest New Jersey’s 
Licensed Auto Drivers. 


END OF REPRISALS IS SEEN 


Secretary Says It Is Absurd to 
Regard All Visiting Autoists 
Unfit to Operate Here. 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 30.—A ruling by 
John J. Lyons, Secretary of State, that 
{t would be ‘* absurd to hold arbitrarily | 
that an operator who has been examined | 
and certified as competent by New Jer- 
sey officials, or any other adjoining | 


State, was not fit to operate in this | 
State, while New Jersey allows opera- 
tors from New York to operate there 
regardless of whether they have had an 
examination,’’ was made today. State 
officials here expect that the ruling will 
@ettle the controversy between New 
York and New Jersey caused by a con- 
flict. in the requirements of the Motor 
Vehicle laws of the sister States. 

Recently a New Jersey automobile 
operator, 16 years of age, was convicted 
by a New York Justice of the Peace on | 
the charge of being under the required 
age in this State, 18 years. This brought 
about reprisals on the part of New Jer- 
sey ‘officials at Kearny, last Sunday, 
when a number of New York motorists 
were arrested for not having operators’ 
certificates as required by the New Jer- 
sey law. 

“‘I¢ this were to be continued,’’ said 
Mr. Lyons, “it would mean reprisals 
on both sides and a grave injustice and 
inconvenience to motorists of both 
States. So long as the laws of States 
differentiate in their requirements, 
there can only be one way to solve the 

roblem, and that is by the States tak- 

g a broad and practical view and 
abiding by the requirements of their 
aister States.’’ 

As the result of correspondence be- 
tween Attorncy General Newton of New 
York and Attorney General McCran of 
New Jersey, the Secretary of State ex- 
pressed the opinion that the New Jer- 
sey Motor Vehicle laws are ‘‘ substan- 
tially equivalent ’’ to the provisions of 
the New York statutes and ‘‘ indeed re- 
quire even more from its own residents 
than is required from ours.” 

“My advice,’ said the Secretary of 
State. jin conclusion, ‘‘is that the 
authorities of this State should not 
molest any resident of New Jersey who 
is permitted to operate in that State, 
when they come within the confines of 
New York State operating a motor 
vehicle.’’

REPORT 1,369 AUTOS 
STOLEN IN 90 DAYS 


Police Say Average of 15 in Each 
24 Hoars Includes Entire 
Metropolitan Area. 


“ More automobiles are being stolen in 
this city nowadays than watches,”’ yes- | 
terday declared Magistrate Bernard .| 
Douras in the Yorkville Court, when he | 
held Jake A. Akers, 25 years old, who | 
said he lived at 3,214 Huntington Avc- | 
nue, Newport News, Va., in $15,000 bail | 
for the action of the Grand Jury for the 
theft of an automobile owned by Her- 
bert S. Williams, a broker, stopping at 
the Biltmore Hotel. 

Paul Debs, chauffeur for the proker, 
told the Magistrate that on Wednesday 
evening he left Mr. Williams’s limousine 
in front of a store at Lexington Avenue 
and Forty-fifth Street, and when he 
minutes later the car had 


| disappeared. 


He said he reported the theft to De- 
tective William Jones of the Hast Fifty- 
first Street Station, who sent out a gen- 
eral alarm for the machine. About an 


hour afterward Akers was arrested in 
the limousine, speeding up Southern 
Boulevard, in the Bronx, by Bicycle Po- 
liceman Calway of the Tremont Station, 
according to the testimony. 

Statistics of alarms sent out from 
Police Headquarters revealed that in 
the last three months 1,368 automobiles | 


had been reported stolen. The largest! 


number of cars was stolen in May, when} 
the total was 4765. 


in April the police} 
reported 423 machines had been oO 


and 471 have been stolen so far in the 
month of June. 

June 9 revealed the heaviest toll of 
stolen cars for one day. On that date 
the police reported twenty-six automo- 
biles stolen. The next largest was on 
April 15, when twenty-four cars were 
taken. The smallest number of ma- 
chines stolen on a given date was on 
April 17, when filve cars were reported. 
The average daily number of automobile 
thefts for the ninety days was fifteen. 

When Inspector John Coughlin, head 
of the Detective Division at Police 
Headquarters, was told of the Mag- 
istrate’s remark, he declared that there 
were not as many automobile thefts in 
the city as the general alarms indicated. 

‘‘Less than half the cars reported 
stolen over the police wireless system 
every day can be charged to this city,’’ 
he explained. ‘‘ The alarms for stolen 
cars were sent out to the police of the 
metropolitan area for a radius of 100 
miles from the city, but more than half 
of those cars were stolen in cities out- 
side of New York. 

‘““ When the metropolitan police alarm 
system was inaugurated after the con- 
ference of police chiefs in this city sev- 
eral months ago, Police Commissioner 
Enright agreed to receive reports of 
stolen cars from the police of hundreds 
of towns and communities in the metro- 
politan district and to transmit them 
over our wireless to police wireless sta- 
tions throughout the area. 

‘Reports of stolen automobiles were 
received either by wireless or telephone 
from the police of the surrounding cities 
and communities, and then were sent out 
over our wireless in a group. That is 
why the impression gained ground that 
all the automobiles reported stolen each 
day in the general alarm were taken in 
this city. Many of the automobiles were 
recovered, however, but it was found 
impracticable to countermand the alarms 
for them, because in most thefts out of 
the city the police do not report their 
recovery for many weeks. 

‘‘ While it may appear that the aver- 
age number of cars stolen in this city 
every day is pretty high,'’’ added In- 
spector Coughlin, ‘‘ it should be borne in 
mind that in 1821 there was an increase 
of 65 per cent. in the number of auto- 
mobile licenses granted in this city over 
last year, Thefts of automobiles are not 
confined to any particular class of crim- 
inals, and for that reason the task of 
coping with these thieves is one of the 
most difficult that confronts the police. 
Statistics show, however, that the police 
of this city have done remarkably well 
in arresting automobile thieves and in 
oe down the number of such 

nefts.’’

AMENDS BEER BILL 


Will Report House Measure Next | 


Week, Changed to Protect 
Industrial Alcohol. 


WASHINGTON, June 30. — 
mendation for favorable report on the 
Willis-Campbell anti-medical beer bill 
was voted today by a Senate judiciary 
subcommittee after several minor 


changes had been made in the measure 
as it passed the House. 

The changes would afford greater pro- 
tection to manufacturers, dealers and 
consumers of industrial alcohol, but 
would not affect the three maig provi- 
sions of the bill. These provisions pro- 
hibit the prescription of beer as medi- 
cine, limit prescriptions issued by physi- 
cians for wines or spirituous liquors to 
100 in ninety days, and extend provi- 
sions of the Prohibition Enforcement 
act to Hawaii and the Virgin Islands. 

Chairman Stirling of the subcommittee 
said the bill would be submitted to the 
full committee probably next Tuesday 
and be taken up in the Senate as soon 
as_ possible after it was reported. 

The changes recommended by the 
subcommittee, if retained, will necesst- 
tate return of the measure to the House
